Goldberg  shall  have  sole  discretion  in  deter¬ 
mining  the  value  of  the  damage  caused,  which 
shall  be  promptly  paid  by  the  prospective  Bid¬ 
der. 

14  Title  to  any  lot  remains  with  Con¬ 
signor,  any  secured  party  of  the  Consignor, 
or  assignee  of  Consignor,  as  the  case  may 
be,  until  the  lot  is  paid  for  in  full  by  Purchaser. 
Goldberg  reserves  the  right  to  require  pay¬ 
ment  in  full  before  delivering  any  lot  to  the 
successful  Purchaser. 

15  It  is  the  Purchaser’s  responsibility 
and  obligation  to  have  the  lots  fully  insured 
while  in  his  or  her  possession.

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HISTORIC  1943  LINCOLN  CENT  ON  A  BRONZE  PLANCHET 


1943.  In  a  PCGS  holder  #21445181  marked  "Genuine."  This  is  a  famous  coin  with  a  very  interesting  past.  In  1943  the  United  States  Congit  1 
authorized  the  Mint  to  strike  one-cent  pieces  out  of  zinc-coated  steel  as  an  emergency  measure.  Industrial  shortages  caused  by  World  War 
impacted  critical  copper  supplies,  a  useful  war  metal,  one  found  in  all  sorts  of  firings  from  electrical  wiring  in  ships,  planes,  and  land  vehic 
to  its  use  in  the  manufacture  of  millions  of  cartridge  casings  per  month  for  the  war  effort. 


The  replacement  steel  cents  of  1943  were  a  temporary  expedient,  made  only  in  that  one  year.  They  are  easy  to  differentiate  from  the  pre-h¬ 
and  post-1943  copper  cents.  It  so  happens  that  a  few  1943  copper  cents  were  inadvertently  made  (Technically,  these  should  be  referred  tc 
1943  "bronze"  cents,  since  the  alloy  consists  of  95%  copper  and  5%  tin  and  zinc  and  not  pure  copper.)  To  understand  how  this  happened,  he 
1943  cents  in  copper  could  be  minted,  it  pays  to  know  something  about  how  Lincoln  cents  were  made  in  those  days.  They  began  as  104 
diameter  rolls  of  metal  refined  to  the  proper  alloy  and  rolled  to  the  proper  thickness.  Coin  blanks  were  then  cut  from  out  using  a  giant  cook 
cutter  planchet-punching  press.  Afterwards,  the  blanks  were  washed  and  heated-treated.  The  prepared  cent  blanks  were  transferred  to  he 
pers  that  carried  them  on  train  tracks  to  the  coin  press  room.  There  the  hoppers  dumped  the  blanks  onto  a  conveyor  belt  leading  to  the 
ing  presses.  Over  a  billion  steel  cents  were  struck  at  the  three  U.S.  mints  in  1943!

In  1943,  mint  workers  thought  they  had  made  sure  no  copper  blanks  were  left  behind  in  the  hoppers  from  the  prior  year's  coinage.  Tb 
mrssed  a  few,  however,  because  1943  copper  cents  later  turned  up  found  in  circulation.  Almost  all  are  known  in  circulated  condition. 


The  1943  copper  cent  is  one  of  the  most  storied  coins  in  all  of  American  numismatics.  Partly,  this  is  due  to  extensive  ad  campaigns  in  man 
zines  and  comic  books  in  the  1950s  and  1960s,  after  which  prices  began  to  rise  (People  believed  up  to  that  time  that  all  circulating  1943  Lincc 
cents  were  struck  on  zinc-coated  steel  planchets  because  copper  was  needed  for  the  war  effort.)

When  Henry  William  DeSaussure  became  director  of  the  Mint  on  July  9,  1795,  in  place  of  David  Rittenhouse,  there  was  a  certain  amount  of 
criticism  of  the  current  Flowing  Hair  designs  on  the  silver  coins  (though  modern  collectors  generally  consider  the  Flowing  Hair  design  a  good 
one).  DeSaussure  expedited  new  designs  on  the  silver  coinage. 

It  is  not  at  all  clear  who  instigated  the  design  change  although  conventional  wisdom,  based  on  little  more  than  the  fact  that  DeSaussure  hap 
pened  to  be  Mint  director  at  the  time,  says  that  he  was  responsible  for  the  new  head  of  Liberty,  called  the  Draped  Bust  design  by  modem  col¬ 
lectors  (  Fillet  Head  in  older  numismatic  references).

depleted.  The  production  proved  to  be  moderate  by  Dahlo¬ 
nega  Mint  standards,  and  several  die  varieties  were  made, 
including  variations  in  mintmark  size,  large  and  small.

The  Chief  died  March  15,  1913, 
age  54,  at  Providence  Hospital,  according  to  the  notice  in 
the  April  1913  Numismatist,  which  misidentified  him  as  the 
model  for  the  1899  $5  Silver  Certificates.  His  true  identity  as 


Boston  sculptor  Bela  Lyon  Pratt's  model  for  the  1908  quar¬ 
ter  eagles  and  half  eagles  first  came  to  light  in  an  exhibit  in 
the  1988  ANA  Convention.  The  coin  itself  is  designed  using 
an  (at  the  time)  unfamiliar  conception  know  as  "recessed 
relief."  One  of  the  coin's  severest  critics  was  the  Philadel¬ 
phia  coin  dealer  Samuel  Hudson  Chapman,  who  falsely 
alleged  that  the  designs  were  antinaturalistic,  unhygienic 
[!],  incapable  of  stacking,  and  too  easily  counterfeited 
(Chapman's  major  objection  to  the  eagle  was  well  founded, 
but  the  blame  is  on  Charles  E.  Barber,  not  Pratt;  Pratt  knew 
what  a  bald  eagle  looked  like  from  working  with  models 
and  photographs  --  otherwise  President  Roosevelt  would 
not  have  approved  his  design  --  whereas  Barber,  the  Mint 
engraver  who  transferred  the  models  to  the  master  hubs, 
evidently  did  not.)

The  strategy  to  dissuade 
exporters  proved  successful;  it  was  no  longer  profitable  to 
melt  or  export  gold  coins  for  bullion,  and  they  circulated  at 
par  for  the  first  time  since  the  War  of  1812. 


From  1834  through  1838,  large  quantities  were  produced, 
with  bullion  supplied  from  gold  production  in  North  Caro¬ 
lina  and  Georgia  and  by  gold  shipments  received  from 
France  as  an  indemnity  for  spoliation  against  American 
commerce  during  the  Napoleonic  Wars,  according  to 
researches  by  the  Harry  Bass  Foundation.  Most  of  the  mint¬ 
age  was  accomplished  at  Philadelphia.  In  1838,  the  branch 
mints  at  Charlotte  and  Dahlonega  produced  coins  for  the 
first  time.

Like  all  early  gold  coins,  these  pieces  did  not  carry  an  actual  denomination  as  part  of  the  desi i 
Dannreuther  explains:  The  eagle  was  the  second  gold  denomination  struck  by  the  United  States  Mint.  Calling  it  a  denomination  is  a» 
misnomer.  Even  though  a  gold  eagle  was  denominated  as  a  ten-dollar  coin,  our  forefathers  traded  gold  by  the  tale.  [Tale,  in  this 
means  count  or  tally,  a  number  of  things  taken  together  (i.e.,  the  weight  and  purity  of  an  individual  coin).]  The  weight  and  purity 
only  things  important  to  merchants  and  individuals  --  money  was  gold,  and  gold  was  money.  In  most  cases,  transactions  of  even  a 
sum  had  to  be  settled  in  gold,  especially  whenever  governments  were  involved.  There  really  was  no  need  at  first  for  a  stated  denomir 
either  gold  or  silver  coins,  because  it  was  known  that  our  coins  would  be  under  extreme  scrutiny  and  would  likely  be  assayed  by- 
mints  and  others  as  to  their  weight  and  purity.’ 

In  his  new  reference,  Early  U.S.  Gold  Coin  Varieties,  Dannreuther  provides  estimated  mintages  for  every  variety,  as  well  as  estimate 
number  of  survivors  for  each  variety.  The  only  thing  we  know  for  sure  is  the  number  of  die  marriages  known  from  1795  through 
and  the  total  mintage  for  that  period  (132,714  coins  including  122  pieces  reserved  for  assay).  By  using  the  midpoint  of  Dannreuther's 
estimates,  we  can  also  establish  an  approximate  survival  rate  for  the  series  of  2.5%." 

Such  a  low  survival  ratio!  Is  it  any  wonder  coins  like  these  are  the  creme  de  la  creme  of  numismatics  in  21st  Century  America?

The  shift  from  the  Closed  3  to  Open  3  dates  in  all  denomi¬ 
nations  was  due  to  the  following  criticism  by  A.  Louden 
Snowden,  Chief  Coiner,  addressed  to  James  Pollock,  Direc¬ 
tor  of  the  Mint,  dated  January  18, 1873: 

"I  desire  in  a  formal  manner  to  direct  your  attention  to  the 
'figures'used  in  dating  the  dies  for  the  present  year.  They 
are  so  heavy,  and  the  space  between  each  so  small  that 
upon  the  smaller  gold  and  silver,  and  upon  the  base  coins  it 
is  almost  impossible  to  distinguish  with  the  naked  eye, 
whether  the  last  figure  is  an  eight  or  a  three.  In  our  ordi¬ 
nary  coinage  many  of  the  pieces  are  not  fully  brought  up, 
and  upon  such  it  is  impossible  to  distinguish  what  is  the 
last  figure  of  this  year's  date.  1  do  not  think  it  is  creditable  to 
the  institution  that  the  coinage  of  the  year  should  be  issued 
bearing  this  defect  in  the  date.  I  would  recommend  that  an 
entire  new  set  of  figures  avoiding  the  defects  of  those  now 
in  use,  be  prepared  at  the  earliest  possible  day.

Everybody  in  numismatics  is  aware  of  how  difficult  this  date  is  to  find.  It  turns  out  that  1873-CC  was  a  very  rare  year  for  any  coin  der 
tion  from  Carson  City.  Collectors  universally  proclaim  its  importance.  But  what  do  we  know  of  the  year  itself?  Without  some  historic, 
of  view,  what  is  this,  after  all,  but  just  another  rare  coin?  Yet  the  '73-CC  is  a  lot  more  than  that.  President  Ulysses  S.  Grant  was  in  his  fir 
as  President,  struggling  with  the  issues  of  Reconstruction  in  the  East  and  South,  fending  off  scandals  in  his  administration,  and  ha 
come  to  terms  with  a  sharp,  hard  Panic  in  the  summer  and  fall  of  1873.  It  was  the  age  of  rogues  called  Carpetbaggers.  Railroad  tycoor 
picking  the  pockets  of  the  unsuspecting  taxpayers.  President  Grant  probably  already  had  the  cancer  which  would  end  his  life  in  1885  - 
the  ravages  of  the  war  he  had  helped  the  Union  to  win.  For  numismatists  today,  of  course,  this  important  year  signaled  the  passag 
Coinage  Act  of  18/3,  in  which  hard-money  gold  currency  advocates  of  the  time  convinced  Congress  to  demonetize  silver.  This,  of  cour 
the  reason  Carson  City  would  coin  no  silver  dollars  the  next  year  (although  the  new  Trade  dollar  would  take  its  place  in  the  coining  ] 
it  was  rarely  in  use  in  America  itself  but  was  for  Asian  export  only).  In  the  Western  third  of  the  country,  which  concerns  us  most  he 
roads  were  snaking  across  the  landscape.  The  year  before  (1872)  a  deadly  plague  attacked  horses,  killing  or  sickening  millions  of  th* 
long-forgotten  Great  Epizootic  of  1872  as  it  was  called  back  then).

century  by  the  emergence  of  a  few  small  hoards  overseas.  While  both  dates  are  similar  in  overall  rarity,  the  edge  in  high  grades  such  as  this 
resplendent  MS65  goes  to  the  1925-D.  We  have  not  offered  a  Gem  for  quite  some  while,  and  we  also  have  no  need  to  remind  bidders  that  an 
MS65  example  appearing  at  auction  is  an  event  worth  remembering.  Typically  well  impressed  for  the  issue,  the  devices  rise  boldly  above  the 
fields  with  solid  overall  definition.  The  luster  is  frosty  throughout,  the  surfaces  bathed  (dare  we  say  "refreshed")  by  original  reddish-gold 
color.  A  tiny  mark  is  seen  on  Liberty's  brow;  this  is  the  only  worthwhile  pedigree  marker  to  use,  along  with  the  aforementioned  grading 
holder  serial  number. 


Regarded  coolly,  without  moving  from  the  chair  in  which  you  are  seated  reading  this,  we  can  honestly  say  that  to  find  another  incredible 
beautiful  gem  like  this,  especially  at  the  visual  level  this  coin  supplies  the  viewer,  is  an  undertaking  not  to  be  sneezed  at.  You  might  as  well 
hope  to  climb  Mount  Everest  or  book  passage  on  the  first  Space  Shuttle  flight  to  the  Moon!  Miss  Liberty  seemingly  glides  forth  from  a  rich 
glowing  orange  rose  aura  into  the  bright  golden  dawn,  while  a  whisper  of  the  same  lovely  orange  and  warm  gold  hues  spreads  throughout 
the  eagle's  plumage  on  the  reverse.  Do  not  let  the  mintage  figure  of  more  than  2.9  million  pieces  fool  you;  it  fails  to  take  into  consideration  the 
fact  that  most  of  these  were  stored  in  bank  vaults  or  at  the  various  Treasury  buildings  and  Federal  Reserve  Banks  in  the  late  1920s  and  early 
1930s.  During  the  gold  recall  of  1933-34,  nearly  all  the  issue  was  put  behind  locked  doors  and  later  transferred  to  deep  storage  at  the  newly 
built  Fort  Knox  (1937).  In  the  latter  half  of  the  1930s,  almost  all  of  the  millions  of  double  eagles  that  the  government  seized  were  melted,  to  be 
refashioned  into  90%  "coin  gold"  (as  opposed  to  "good  delivery  .995  fine)  400-ounce  gold  bars.  Only  a  individual  pieces  few  escaped  the  melt¬ 
ing  furnaces.  Some  of  those  headed  overseas  during  the  bank  panics  of  1931-33.  Indeed,  the  1925-D  double  eagle  was  once  thought  of  as  a 
major  rarity  by  collectors.  It  was  only  after  a  few  had  been  brought  back  from  Europe  that  the  price  has  come  down  within  the  reach  of 
advanced  collectors.  Before  this  time,  only  an  extremely  wealthy  individual  on  a  par  with  Andrew  Mellon  or  Edward  Green  could  hope  to 
obtain  one.  The  present  Gem  gets  our  nod  (and  NGC’s  stamp  of  approval)  for  physical  originality  and  attractiveness.  It  belongs  in  a  world- 
class  collection.
